Equity side of the Court of Exchequer in Ireland, divers sums ot 
money would become annually payable out of the Consolidated 
Fund of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, for 
Salaries to Masters in Ordinary in the Court of Chancery, and to the 
Chief Remembrancer of the Court of Exchequer in Ireland, in lieu 
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of all fees, and for certain, allowances to such Masters and to such 
Chief Remembrancer resigning or retiring from their offices, and 
that it was reasonable, in order to meet the said charges, that 
certain Duties of Stamps should be granted and paid for, upon and 
in respect of several proceedings in the office of such Masters and of 5 
such Chief Remembrancer theretofore liable to the payment of 
certain fees, it was enacted, that there should be granted, raised, 
levied, collected and paid in Ireland unto his Majesty, his heirs and 
successors, for and in respect of the several instruments, articles, 
matters and things mentioned, enumerated and described in the 10 
Schedule to the said Act annexed, the several sums of money and 
duties respectively inserted, described and set forth in the said 
Schedule ; and that the said Duties should be under the care and 
management of the Commissioners of Stamps in Ireland, and that 
separate accounts should be kept by the Commissioners of Stamps j ^ 
of all sums received by, from or under such duties ; and that the 
Receiver-General of Stamps should pay into the receipt of his 
Majesty’s Exchequer in Dublin, all sums of money received on 
account of such Duties ; and that all sums so paid into the Exche- 
quer should be carried to and made part of the Consolidated Fund 20 
of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland : 

And whereas by an Act passed in the fifth and sixth years of the 
reign of his late Majesty William the Fourth, intituled, “An 
Act for facilitating the Appointment of Sheriffs in Ireland, and the 
more effectual Audit and passing of their Accounts, and for the 25 
more speedy Return and Recovery of Fines, Fees, Forfeitures, 
Recognizances, Penalties and Deodands, and to abolish certain 
Offices in the Court of Exchequer in Ireland, and to amend the

Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spi-
